CHANNEL IV ANNUAL REPORT 


The community television station serving the towns of Bethel, 
Greenwood, Newry, West Paris and Woodstock became operational in 
May, 1991. The station is located at Telstar Regional High School and 
was equipped using funds set aside with the Town of Bethel by Bethel 
Cablevision in 1984. 


The station is supervised by the Channel IV Association, composed of 
two members each from the five towns, plus two members representing 
the SAD 44 Board of Directors. The Association has adopted by-laws 
and operating policies, and will seek non-profit status. Currently, funds 
are handled through SAD 44. 


The Channel runs a 24-hour bulletin board. To date, there have been 
over 450 notices aired, submitted by 52 different non-profit groups from 
the five towns. Several groups have indicated that Channel IV notices 
have produced results in the form of donations or increased attendance 
at activities. 


The Channel airs locally-produced programming, usually one or two 
evenings per week. To date, there have been 45 programs, with eight 
organizations having submitted films. Fifteen individuals or organizations 
have borrowed video equipment to use in filming. Individuals are able to 
use the editing equipment at the studio by individual appointment. To 
date, eight individuals have begun the process of learning to use the 
equipment. 


Channel IV hopes to increase filming and editing activities, and to 
attract more volunteers to film events and to cover the studio during the 
evenings so that more programs may be aired. 


The Channel is committed to fundraising activities. Organizations 
which have made annual contributions to Channel IV to date are 
Woodstock Historical Society, Franklin Grange, Pleasant Valley Grange, 
Telstar Athletic Boosters, Jackson-Silver Post and Jackson-Silver 
Auxiliary.

In our opinion, except for the effects of not recording 
general fixed assets and utilizing the net budget method as 
discussed in the preceding two paragraphs, the financial 


statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects the financial position of the various 
funds and account groups of the Town of Greenwood, Maine at 
December 31, 1990 and the results of operations of such 


funds for the year then ended in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles. 
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The accompanying supplemental schedules are not necessary 
for a fair presentation of the financial statements, but 
are presented as additional supplementary data. This in- 
formation has been subjected to the tests and other audit- 
ing procedures applied in the examination of the financial 
statements mentioned above, and in our opinicn, is fairly 
stated in all material respects in relation to the fin- 
ancial statements taken as a whole.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The accounting policies of the Town of Greenwood conform 
to generally accepted accounting principles as applicable 
to governmental units, except that the Town does not re- 
cord the general fixed assets group of accounts and uses 
the net budget method of budgeting and accounting. 


A. Basis of Presentation: 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of 
funds or account groups, each of which is considered a 
separate accounting entity. The operations of each fund 
are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing 
accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund bal- 
ance, revenues, and expenditures. The various funds are 
grouped by type in the financial statements. 


Governmental Funds: 


General Fund - The general fund is the general operating 
fund of the Town. All general tax revenues and other 
receipts that are not allocated by law or contractual 
agreement to another fund are accounted for in this fund. 
From the fund is paid the general operating expenditures, 
the fixed charges, and the capital improvement costs that 
are not paid through other funds. 


Fiduciary Funds: 


Fiduciary and reserve funds have been placed in savings 
accounts to be used for specific expenditures. 


"Memorandum Only" Total Columns: 


Included on the combined financial statements are total 

columns captioned "Memorandum Only" to indicate that they 
are presented only for informational purposes. Adjust- 

ments to eliminate interfund transactions have not been 

recorded in arriving at such amounts and the memorandum 

totals are not intended to fairly present the financial 

position or results of operations of the Town, taken as a 
whole. 


Additionally, the 1989 totals presented in the "Memorandum 
Only" columns are included to provide a summarized com- 
parison with comparable 1990 amounts and are not intended 
to present all information necessary for a fair presenta- 
tion of financial position and results of operations in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles.

B. Basis of Accounting: 


The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by 
the Governmental funds. Under the modified accrual basis 
of accounting, revenues are recorded when received in cash 
except for property tax revenues which are recorded as 
deferred tax revenues unless collectible within sixty days 
following the year end. Expenditures, other than interest 
on long term debt, are recorded when the liability is in- 
curred. 


c. General Fixed Assets: 


The Town does not maintain a record of its general fixed 
assets. Expenditures for property and equipment are 
charged against departmental operations whenever such 
items are purchased. 


PROPERTY TAX: 


The Town’s property tax for the current year was levied 
September 20, 1990 on the assessed value listed as of 
April 1, 1990 for all real and personal property located 
in the Town. Taxes were due December 10, 1990 with in- 
terest at the rate of 12% per year or part thereof unpaid 
on or before December 31, 1990. 


CASH AND INVESTMENTS: 


The Town’s deposits at year end were covered by Federal 
Depository Insurance. Maine statutes authorize the Town 
to invest funds in savings banks, trust companies, and 
national banks. Funds can also be invested with State 
or Federal building and loan or savings and loan associa- 
tions with credit unions.

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Our study and evaluation made for the limited purpose de- 
scribed in the first paragraph would not necessary dis- 
close all material weaknesses in the system. Accordingly, 
we do not express an opinion on the system of internal 
accounting control of the Town of Greenwood as a whole. 
However, our study and evaluation disclosed no condition 
that we believed to be a material weakness. We did make 
the following observations we would like to bring to your 
attention: 


Lys General Fixed Assets: 


a. We noted that the Town does not maintain a record 
of its general fixed assets and does not include 
a statement of general fixed assets in its fin- 
ancial statements. Generally accepted accounting 
principles require that the Town maintain a 
record of its general fixed assets. 


Recommendation: 


a. We recommend that the Town maintain a record of 
its general fixed assets. This record should 
be of a perpetual nature and include at actual 
cost (or historical cost if actual cost is not 
available) all capital items, land, and build- 
ings. Deletions should be at actual or histor- 
ical cost as a result of sale, trade-in, or 
retirement. In addition, a Town official should 
be designated to perform periodic inventory 
checks to ascertain that the items are properly 
accounted for and adequately safeguarded. 


2. Net Budget Method of Budgeting and Accounting: 


a. We noted that the Town has adopted the net 
budget method of budgeting and accounting, which 
results in dedicated or earmarked funds being 
recorded in the general fund. Generally ac- 
cepted accounting principles require that ded- 
icated or earmarked funds be budgeted or 
accounted for in special revenue funds and not 
the general fund. 


Recommendations: 


a. We recommend that the Town consider adopting 
a gross budget method of budgeting and account- 
ing under which dedicated or earmarked funds 
are recorded in special revenue funds and not 
the general fund. 
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Uninsured Deposits: 


a. During 1990 the Town maintained deposits in 
banks in excess of federal deposit insurance 
coverage. Generally accepted auditing princ- 
iples require that assets be safeguarded. We 
have no recommendation as to making deposits 
into other financial institutions, but you should 
be aware of the risks, check the quality of the 
deposit institution you use, and if pessible 
attempt to have the bank collaterize excess 
deposits. 


Bookkeeping System: 


a. The Town does not maintain a double entry book- 
keeping system. 


Recommendation: 


a. A general ledger should be posted on a timely 
basis. The selectmen should be given a monthly 
trial balance showing the condition of the Town 
(cash balances, uncollected taxes, and unexpended 
balances in appropriation accounts). This would 
give the selectmen better manaqement information 
regarding budgeted items. 


Cash: 

a. It was noted that at certain periods of the year 
undeposited cash was in excess of the fidelity 
bond.
